Actual work on Sierra Ma- 
dre’s new Post Office, to be 
located at 309 W. Sierra Madre 
boulevard, was started this 
week, it was announced by 
Postmaster Eddie D. Robertson. 

He reports that ditches for 


With sparks flying through 
the air nearly 200 feet, flames 
Thursday evening completely 
destroyed the garage at 144 E. 
Highland, owned by Dr. Mary 
Groth. 

Quick action by three neigh¬ 
bors saved 30 chickens from 
firey deaths, but the wooden 
garage and everything in it 
was a total loss. 

Shortly after the fire broke 
out at approximately 7:20 p.m., 
Sam Davis, Earl and Robert 
LaLone arrived and quickly 
rescued the chickens from a 
coop adjoining the garage—al¬ 
ready burning furiously. 

A valuable racing car, tools, 
and several articles stored in 
the garage were consumed by 
the flames. 

Volunteer Firemen were at 
the scene promptly, and they 
battled the fire for nearly half 
an hour before Fire Chief 
James Heasley officially pro- 
no u n c e d the conflagration 
“out.” 

Chief Heasley reports that 
nearly 300 feet of 214-inch hose 
was used in extinguishing the 
blaze, the cause of which he 
.said was unknown. 

Dr. Groth said two transpor¬ 
tation automobiles, owned by 
herself and son, David, were 
parked in the street at the 
time of the fire and thereby 
saved from destruction. 


A total of 95 gift boxes were packed by local children in the 
traditional enrollment drive and gift box program of the Junior 
Red Cross, which was recently completed in the three Sierra 
Madre Schools. 

The boxes, which are being shipped as tokens of friendship to 
school children in foreign 
countries, were filled with 
many different health articles, 
toys and school supplies—all 
contributed by city pupils. 

According to R. C. Lewis, 
president of the Sierra Madre 
Chapter, A.R.C., expenses of 
shipping, and the cost of the 
unfilled boxes are borne by the 
National Children’s Fund. Dur¬ 
ing the last fiscal year, a to¬ 
tal of 469,0.83 gift boxes were 
shipped abroad from Junior 
Red Cross Chapters throughout 
the United States. 

Mr. Lewis reports that $54.30 
was collected from the three 
Sierra Madre schools during 
the enrollment campaign. This 
money—minus a 50 cent en¬ 
rollment fee for each room, 
which entitled the room to the 
A.J.R.C. monthly magazine—is 
sent to the National Children’s 
Fund. 

“This fund,” Lewis pointed 
out, “has been maintained 
since 1919 by contributions 
from boys and girls in schools. 

It is designed to meet emer¬ 
gency needs of children both 
at home and abroad.” 

Mrs. Florence Peterson, ex¬ 
ecutive secretary of the local 
chapter, said that since the 
war, emphasis has been—and 
will continue to be—on ma¬ 
terials and services for educa¬ 
tional rehabilitation in war- 
devastated countries. 

During the past four years, 
she said $6,261,827 worth of 
basic health and educational 


supplies have been sent 
abroad. Schools in Japan and 
Germany have received spe¬ 
cial attention in the distribu¬ 
tion of these supplies. 

Mrs. Peterson said summer 
study visits of foreign pedia¬ 
tricians and school teachers to 
the United States have been 
made possible by this fund.

“Any warm blooded animal 
is capable of transmitting 
rabies,” the health officer 
warned, “and for this reason, 
it is imperative that all animal 
bites be reported as soon as 
possible.” 

If the animal should prove 
to have rabies, there is impera¬ 
tive need for the administra¬ 
tion of anti-rabies serum to 
the persons bitten, he said.

Mr. Morgan said a nominat¬ 
ing body of 5 is being appoint¬ 
ed by him and he said their re¬ 
port of candidates will be sub¬ 
mitted soon.

Fire Chief James Heasley teamed up with State Fire Marshal 
Joe R. Tockers this week in reminding Sierra Madreons to be 
extra careful this year in selecting and arranging Christmas 
decorations. 

. ..They pointed to the traditional Christmas tree as one of the 
most dangerous causes of fire. 

‘The age-old custom of deco¬ 
rating Christmas trees intro¬ 
duces a fire hazard which 
causes many tragedies every 
year,” Chief Heasley stated. 

‘The trees are cut weeks be¬ 
fore they are sold on the mar¬ 
ket, and dry needles and pitch- 
bearing wood becomes a real 
throat. 

‘‘There are ways of combat¬ 
ting this situation, and if ap¬ 
proved steps are taken, the 
hazard can be materially re¬ 
duced.” 

Fire Marshal Yockers point¬ 
ed out that the state law re¬ 
quiring specific places of en- 
tert a 1 n m 0 n t to treat their 
Christmas trees with approved 
flame-retardent .solutions does 
not apply to private homes. 

He strongly recommended, 
however, that chemicals be 
used to le.s.sen fire hazards on 
trees whenever possible—even 
in private residences. 

The two fire officials sug- 
ge.sted the following list of 
.safety precautions to be taken 
in your own home to prevent 
the po.ssibility of tragedy; 

1, Get a fre.sh tree as short-
